Prosecutor Waits 
State Evidence On 
Numbers Printers 


County Prosecutor G 
William 
Brokaw today was awaiting addi­ 
tional evidence from Ohio Attor­ 
ney General Mark McElroy for 
preparation of indictments against 
owners of the Lisbon Salesbook 
Co., 
where 
large quantities 
of 
numbers books were seized in a 
raid Wednesday. 


McElroy was slated to confer 
with U.S. Attorney General Rob­ 
ert Kennedy for investigation of 
out-of-state customers of the Lis­ 
bon firm, which reportedly did a 
$150,000 a year business supply­ 
ing the “bug books" to numbers 
racketeers. 


McElroy and two aides, along 
with Prosecutor Brokaw and Lis­ 
ten Police Chief Dalton Pike, yes­ 
terday morning raided the W. Ma­ 
ple St. company where thousands 
of the books along with printing 
equipment were confiscated. 


Marlin and Isadore Sufrin of 
Pittsburgh, owners of the f i r m 
which McElroy termed the third 
largest numbers racket supplier 
in the country, face fines of up 
to $1,000 and jail terms of 1-3 
years under the state’s new anti­ 
gambling measures. 
The attorney general said the 
federal government would be ask­ 
ed to investigate the firm’s cus­ 
tomers rn Eastern states and to 
“establish a link between federal 
and Ohio authorities in our com-! 
mon fight against gambling." 
Brokaw said today indictments 


against the firm will be prepared 
when McElroy supplies him with 
needed information in connection 
w ith the criminal charges. T h e 
September Grand Jury is to con­ 
vene Tuesday. 
Brokaw said he needs official 
proof of the ownership of t h e 
firm. which the state officials can 
obtain from corporation records 
at Columbus. He said the first 
move is up to McElroy. 
The prosecutor stated, “I am

He quoted the law in preparing to follow 
up on W ednesday's raid on a Lisbon firm 
which he says is a large producer of num ­ 
bers slips. 
In an editorial on Sept. I, The Review com ­ 
mented as follows in referring to the tough 
new law's: 
". . .There will be no excuse for the exist­ 
ence of organized gambling in Ohio. Under 
the new statutes there will be no such thing 
as 
innocent 
participation 
in 
comm ercial 
gam es of chance 
"If it exists, it will be because someone is 
falling down on the job. cither deliberately 
or unwittingly. 
“ If organized gambling continues anywhere 
in Ohm. it will signify general d is in v e s t 
in sound community life 


“ The legislature has provided thp weapons 


for waging w ar against organized crime. But 


the mere existence of weapons does n o t 


guarantee victory. That can be had only by 


diligent use of the weapons.” 


Atty Gen. McElroy and his staff h a v e 


sounded a clearcut challenge with Wednes­ 


d a y s raid. It is now' up to enforcement 


agencies in individual communities to follow 


through with a continuous w ar against gam ­ 


bling. 
With the element of surprise often neces­ 
sary for the best results, raids by state 
agencies fit into the over-all picture. Even 
m ore desirable 
however, are raids at the 
local level. 
Honest community government can get no 
greater bood than that which com es from 
the knowledge that local enforcement agen­ 
cies are ever on the alert against gambling 
and other undesirable operations

THIS INFORMALITY has been 
consistently refused, 
the theory 
being that it would impose a cer­ 
tain responsibility on the opposi­

In its own way and through its 
personal contacts, therefore, the 
“ shadow cabinet” collects its in­ 
form ation. It sets up a mem ber 
or two for each big departm ent 
with a staff of assistant secre­

The arrangem ent is such 
that at anv moment the “ shadow 


cabinet” 
can 
become

cabinet, and not a day’s time ii 
lost in the operations of the n a­ 
tional government when there is 
a changeover.

In Am erica, on the other hand, 
despite all the sincere and earn ­

IT SEEMS LOGIC AL that men 
who aspire to the presidency of 
the United States should he m em ­ 
bers of Congress who either show 
bv their speeches and statem ents 
that they are qualified to discuss 
subjects of national im portance or 
are high-ranking m em bers of im ­ 
portant com m ittees who—on 
the 
floor of the House or Senate or 
in those com m ittees—carry 
on 
their interrogation of the other 
party. 
To a degree this is done in com ­ 
m ittee sessions of Congress now 
but it is not organized on a party 
basis or necessarily participated 
in by party leaders 
All in all, it would seem that 
if either Gov. Rockefeller or for­ 
m er Vice President Nixon is as­

trating comparison of the Amer­ 
ican and British systems 
The m em ber interviewed 
md 
only 
makes 
frequent 
trip* 
to 
America and is well acquainted 
with many mem bers of our Con­ 
gress but he is likely to have an 
important 
post 
in 
the 
national 
government 
if the Conservative 
party is defeated at the polls in 
the next election 
Basically, as analyzed for this 
correspondent, neither of the two 
system s is as effective 
as 
it' 
ought to he, but each has certain 
advantages over the other. 
In Britain the members of an 
opposition 
party 
in 
Parliam ent 
do not have the advantage of rep 
rrsentation as minority m em bers 
of legislative committees and thus 
do not have direct access to in­ 
formation about the operations of 
the executive branch as is the 
case in America 
On the other hand 
in London 
they have set up what is called 
a “ shadow cabinet " It maintains 
an intim ate personal relationship 
with the cabinet of the other p ar­ 
ty 
and there is a custom that 
information on 
important 
m at­ 
ters should be shared informally 
I f s a kind of reciprocal courtesy 
on a personal basis 
Again and again the party in 
power has offered to parallel the 
so-called “ bipartisan" conferenc­ 
es held rn the United .States be­ 
tween the 
chief 
executive 
and 
m em bers of the opposite party in 
Congress 


THIS INFORMALITY ha* been 
consistently refused, 
the theory 
being that it would impose a cer­ 
tain responsibility on the opposi­ 
tion to keep silent when it might 
be appropriate in the public in­ 
terest to speak out. 
In its own way and through its 
personal contacts, therefore, the 
“ shadow cabinet" collects its in­ 
formation 
It sets up a member 
or two for each big department 
with a staff of assistant secre­ 
taries 
The arrangem ent is such 
that at anv moment the “ shadow 


cabinet" 
can 
become 
the 
real 
cabinet, and not a day's time ii 
lo*t in the operation* of the na­ 
tional government when there is 
a changeover. 
All this. 
incidentally, 
is 
rel­ 
atively new. having been started 
just after World W ar I. and th** 
system is being constantly im ­ 
proved 
In America, on the other hand. 
despite all the sincere and earn­ 
est efforts at cooperation mad* 
between an outgoing and incom­ 
ing adm inistration 
as was

rase last autumn, the opportunity 
to loam in three months about 
the actual operation of the gov­ 
ernment is scant. 
A “ shadow cabinet 
is in train­ 
ing in Britain for throe years or 
more, and many of its mem bers 
have previously served in thr na­ 
tional government.

IT SEEMS EDGR AL that mon 
w ho aspire to the presidency of 
the United State* should be m em ­ 
bers of Congress who either show 
bv their speeches and statem ents 
that they are qualified to discuss 
subjects of national importance or 
are high-ranking m em bers of im ­ 
portant comm ittees who—on 
th* 
floor of the House or Senate or 
in those committees—la rry 
on 
their interrogation of the other 
party 
To a degree I his is Hone in com ­ 
m ittee sessions of Congress now 
but it is riot organized on a party 
basis or necessarily participated 
in bv party leaders 
MI in all, it would seem that 
if either Gov, Rockefeller or for­ 
m er Vice President Nixon is as­ 
piring to the presidency, 
each 
should be living in Washington 
and give up all thought of serv­ 
ing in a state office. They should 
be devoting themselves to a dav- 
by-day study of the operations of 
the national government 
Their task would be to develop 
a group of leaders 
consult with 
them , and give expression to na­ 
tional party policies They could, 
of course, make frequent speech­ 
es throughout the country’

then have some assurance that

PRESIDENT KENNEDY served 
in congress a long time but he 
never wa* chosen as leader of 
his party in either house. In I960 
Vice President 
Nixon 
and Sen 
Lyndon 
Johnson, 
each 
having 
served his own party in a posi­ 
tion of leadership, would logical­ 
ly have been named to head their 
respective party tickets if 
th* 
British system were applied. 
While there are many custom* 
in the parliam entary practice rn 
Britain that Americans would not 
like to see duplicated here, never­ 
theless 
the 
“ shadow cabinet 
idea is well worth serious study 
by both m ajor parties in 
this 
country.
